While personalities, family 
trees and campaign signs dom- 
inated the first five months of 
the city council race this sum- 
mer, the impact over the haz 
ardous liquid injection well 
has taken center stage in the 
final month. 

No matter what the voter 
turnout creates, Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski and City Clerk 
Linda Choate are assured of 
winning new terms, as all 
three are running unopposed. 

Through most of the cam : 
paign it appeared that 
McAnally’s endorsed slate of 
six incumbents and challenger 
Mike Prybyla would easily 
sweep to victory. 

But the recent emotional 
and verbal combat over the $6 
million environmental well 
project has thrown scares into 
incumbent Councilman Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron, whose father- 
in-law John Ryznar owns the 
property the proposed injec- 
tion well currently sits on, and 
Councilman Ellis Pennington, 
who made the controversial 
motion on a city resolution 
concerning the environmental 
well plan back in 1990. 

Pennington complained the 
press didn’t mention that the 
council resolution was res- 
cinded a year later and thus is 
not in effect anymore. 

But protester Steve 
Lewkowicz asked “who knew 
you rescinded the resolution 
other than the council?” 

Lewkowicz charged that a 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources representative told 
him the city of Romulus 
claimed there was no interest 
in a public notification on the 
issue. 

McAnally blasted 
Lewkowicz for using untruth- 
ful emotional terms on the is- 
sue such as “toxic waste” to 
excite voters only a week be- 
fore the election. She also hit 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency for publishing its legal 
advertisement on the pro- 
posed public hearing in the 
Detroit News and for posting it 
in the Dearborn Library 
rather than the Romulus Pub- 
lic Library. 

She also claimed both state 
and national environmental 
regulatory agencies received 
notice that the council had res- 
cinded its 1990 resolution, but 
chose to ignore the notifica- 
tion. 

Other incumbents seeking 
re-election next Tuesday in 
elude Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks, and Councilmen Jim

Romulus City Attorney 
Barry Seifman informed the 
City Council Monday night that 
its lawsuit to institute an in- 
junction to halt work at the en- 
vironmental disposal well has 
been filed in Wayne County 
Circuit Court and that a hear- 
ing is slated for Nov. 12.

Seifman said the lawsuit 
against EDS was filed Friday 
before Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia House Morcom in De- 
troit 

Seifman’s comments set off 
about an hour debate on the 
past present and future events 
concerning the $6 million liq- 
uid disposal well project. 

Councilman Russ Lambert 
asked that the council agree to 
meet monthly with a represen- 
tative of a citizens’ group for- 
med to battle the well opening 
operations here. 

The council agreed to set up 
such future meetings, claiming 
as Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said, “We are not the citizens 
adversary in this case. We 
need to work together rather 
than throw rocks at each 
other.” 

“It’s easy to criticize. Four 
of us did vote to recognize 
those people in 1990, but we 
rescinded that motion a year 
later and we thought the issue 
was dead until recently,” 
Councilman Ellis Pennington 
said. “How many of you have 
done as much as we have with-

out making a mistake? I don’t 
care who you take off this 
council, you will still have to 
live with those regulations un- 
til you get your state and na- 
tional representatives to 
change those laws.” 

Several speakers arose to 
state 97 out of 100 Romulus 
residents are opposed to the 
well being located within the 
city limits. 

“Your petitions were well 
constructed. We need to work 
together so that the EPA, DNR, 
and our state and federal legis- 
lators know we are not going to 
accept this kind of garbage in 
Romulus,” McAnally said, pri- 
asing the citizens’ efforts. 

Seifman tried to allay the 
complainants say that he be- 
lives the actions of the EDS 
have been nipped in the bud. 
He said the window of oppor- 
tunity that the law allows was 
used in the past week.

City Clerk Linda Choate told the City Council that the Romulus 
Election Commission had recommended the purchase of 18 elec- 
tronic vote tabulation machines and supplemental equipment 
from Doubleday Brothers and Co. for a price of $137,310. 

Complaints were raised when it was revealed the low bidder, 
Business Records Corp., had entered a discount bid of $104,506. 
Bergeron asked Choate if she stood by her recommendation. 
Choate said she did, claiming that the Doubleday equipment 
was much lighter in weight and appeared to be newer technology. 

Lambert moved that the action be tabled, since the equipment 
was not scheduled to be used for the Nov. 2 election balloting. His 
motion was approved by a 7-0 vote. 

In unrelated actions, the council unanimously approved two 
special use requests made by land owners. Both requests had 
previously won the support of the city Planning Commission. 

The first was a request from Kurt Johnson to operate an auto- 
mobile body and engine repair shop at 11900 Hunt Street. An 
initial hearing before the Planning Commission on the special 
use request for the business, to be known as Johnson Collision 
Inc., was tabled, so the applicant could address numerous defi- 
ciences in the initial plan. 

The revised plan features a landscaped greenbelt along the 
frontage, as well as a six foot high poured conciete wall along its 
southern boundary that neighbors single-family dwellings. City 
Planner Dennis Meagher said.

7b the editor: 

I believe it is necessary to 
enlighten the citizens of West- 
land on some matters that 
have been brought up by the 
mayor and his hatchet man 
Kent Herbert recently on 
Channel 11, which should be 
named the “Bob and Kent Pro- 
paganda Show”. 

First, my support for Chuck 
Pickering is very basic. I feel 
he can and will do a better job 
then the current mayor. At no 
time has Chuck Pickering of- 
fered me anything, including a 
job in exchange for my sup- 
port, nor have I sought any- 
thing from Chuck Pickering, as 
was stated by Bob Thomas. 
There have been no “back- 
room deals” as the mayor said. 

The only back-room deal I 
am aware of is between Bob 
Thomas and Kent Herbert and 
his wife four years ago, when a 
job was promised to each in 
exchange for their support.

Removing this fire hy- 
drant jeopardized the homes 
in this subdivision. When 
questioned at the council 
meeting, the Department of 
Public Services director did 
not know about it. He said, “If 
it is missing, I will replace it.” 

It is not replaced as of this 
writing. The fire department 
did not know about the re- 
moval of the only source of wa- 
ter to fight fires between 
Merriman and Gloria on Park- 
wood. Our research found that 
the son of the deputy mayor 
had recently purchased the 
house at 31610 Parkwood, and 
he desired to park in front of 
his house, and the fire hydrant 
was immediately ordered to be 
removed. 

The mayor must have 
known about this because he 
prides himself in being in con 
trol of everything in the city. 
He says* “Nothing is done in 
the city without my personal 
approval.” 

This need of parking close 
to the City Hall door has also 
been an issue before, and the 
mayor and the deputy mayor 
have for over three years par- 
ked in what was the fire lane, 
protecting the west end of City 
Hall. After constant com- 
plaints, they have decided to 
park in the regular parking lot 
area, but the fire lane signs 
have not been installed again, 
which gives one the feeling 
that if the mayor is re- elected, 
they will return to jeopardiz- 
ing the fire protection of a pub- 
lic building by parking in a 
long time designated fire lane. 

Wheri asked why this park- 
ing was being allowed by the 


fire chief, the mayor report- 
edly stated, “Because I want it 
that way.”

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Callanetics tones body, removes inches without sweat or pain 





new recipe for exercise which requires a little stretching, a bit of encouragement and no bouncing is 
becoming very popular with health experts and participants. 

When mixed together, the product created is Callanetics-a form of exercise which is designed to tone 
the muscles and heal the back pains without the added stress of jumping or running, according to Diane 
Wallis, owner of Callanetics Studio by Diane in Ann Arbor, 2900 south State Street. 

“You will not lose weight with Callanetics,” Wallis said. “You will lose inches. This is not a cardio- 
vascular workout, and I encourage all my students to walk or swim or bike around this program. 

“This program does use all the muscle groups. The results are really quite phenomenal. Most people 
start to see changes in their body within 12 classes.” 

The Callanetics exercises were developed by Callan Pinckney who suffered from congenital back 
problems, according to Wallis. These exercises not only strengthened her back but also toned her body. 

Pinckney has a variety of books and exercise videos available, and they are on display at Callanetics 
Studio. 

“The exercise studios were first introduced in 1990,” Wallis said. “We have one-hour programs here 
which isolate the muscles with small, precise movements of one-sixteenth to one-quarter of an inch.” 

Wallis has a wide variety of students signing up for the exercise classes. She said the average age of 
the students ranges from 30 years old to 72. 

“We have both men and women who enjoy Callanetics,” Wallis said. “The youngest student I had was 
16 years old.” 

Walking into the studio, students are greeted with a friendly smile from Wallis, relaxing instrumental 
music drifting between the three mirrored walls and plush carpeting under the feet. 

There are no weights or exercise machinery positioned inside of the studio. Floor mats, three 
balancing bars and a wall hanging bar offer all the tools for toning. 

“You use your own body’s resistance as weights to shape and tone,” Wallis said. 

As Wallis begins her class, there are five people watching and following each move she makes with 
precision. 

“Take the elbows out to the side and then to the waist,” Wallis instructed. “Stretch the neck over and 
around and come back.” 


The movements are small, slow and relaxed. For 
each new position, Wallis assists the students one-on- 
one to make sure they have maneuvered correctly in 
order for them to benefit the most from the exercise. 

Words of encouragement are plenty from Wallis. 
Her students praise the unique form of exercise and 
their instructor. 

Anne Harrell said she decided to try Callanetics in 
order to firm and tone her thighs. 

“It may not look like it, but it is really hard work,” 
Harrell said. “I enjoy it because it’s a relaxing form of 
exercise, and you still get results.” 

If done on a constant basis, Callanetics can make an 
individual look younger, relieves pain due to back 1 
knee problems or injuries, and participants can drop 
a dress size without losing a pound. 

“It just takes an hour a day, three times a week,” 
Wallis said. “You get one hour of warmth, caring and 
personalized attention to your body and your goals.” 

How does Callenetics reshape the body? Through 
exercising, the body develops lean, firm legs; a tighter 
behind; saddlebags and love handles are removed; 
hips are reduced; and the stomach becomes flatter, 
according to Wallis. 

Stella Swope, 67, said after 14 lessons with Callane 
tics, she can tell her muscles have tightened. 

“I am a firm believer of this,” Swope said. “I enjoy 
the personalized aspect. After taking these classes I 
feel more relaxed and limber.

Winter predictions are up in the air

It’s a toss up! 

Our usual weather prophets 
can’t seem to come up with a 
definite prediction for the 
1993 94 winter, so we’ll just 
have to wait and see and hope 
for the best. 

In past years, Leilani Bab- 
cock’s horses have come up 
with the closest predictions for 
winter weather. If their coats 
are thick early in the fall, it 
me ns a cold winter, according 
to Babcock. On the other hand, 
if the horses keep shedding 
late in the summer, it will be a 
mild winter, she said. 

No matter what the televi- 
sion weathercasters prophe- 
tize or meteorologists forecast 
or how wide the stripes are on 
the woolly worms, the horses’ 
predictions have been on tar- 
get in the past. In fact, for sev- 
eral years, Associated 
Newspapers has based their of- 
ficial predictions on informa- 
tion straight from the horse’s - 
or horse owner’s - mouth.

shedding all summer, and they 
didn’t get their coats until re- 
cently.

According to the 201 -year- 
old Old Farmers Almanac , No- 
vember through March should 
be warmer than normal with 
above-normal precipitation in 
the Southern Great Lakes re- 
gion. 

The first half of November 
will be fairly dry and cold, fol- 
lowed by a mild spell, after 
which generally cold weather 


with frequent snow continues 
through mid-December. Warm 
spells, interspersed with brief 
cold snaps and moderately 
heavy precipitation may pre- 
vail through January, accord- 
ing to the almanac. 

More wintry weather should 
set in early February and pers- 
ist through March except for 
milk spells in mid February 
and mid-March. Precipitation 
and snowfall should be above 
normal, particularly in the 
east. 

On Thanksgiving Day, the al- 
manac predicts a mixture of 
cold, rain and snow. Christmas 
Eve appears to pose problems 
for Santa and his reindeer 
with predictions of mild tern 
peratures and heavy rains.

The recent Annapolis Hos- 
pital Bids for Kids celebration 
was a huge success with more 
than 400 participants from 
throughout the western Wayne 
! County area attending. 

The event was spearheaded 
by the Annapolis Hospital 
; Foundation. The goal of the 
fund-raising organizers was to 
gather enough funds in order 
to support an immunization 
and prenatal care and educa- 
tion program to prevent illness 
in children before it occurs. 

Part of the program involves 
the establishment of a mobile 
health care vehicle that will 
deliver needed health services 
to residents within the local 
area, according to Carla O'Mal- 
ley, senior vice president and 
chief operating officer for 
Annapolis. 

“We received more funds 
than we expected,” O’Malley 
said. “Everyone enjoyed them- 
selves. We had approximately 
65 live auction items which in- 
cluded various trips such as 
two tickets to Orlando, passes 
to Cedar Point or a weekend 
on Mackinac Island. 

“We had jewelry and a nu- 
mber of sports paraphernalia. 
We gathered approximately 
$150,000.” 

The celebration took place 
at the Holiday Inn Crowne 
Plaza in Romulus. It consisted 
of a dinner which included 
both live and silent auctions. 

Business leaders and An- 
napolis Hospital officials have 
identified a serious problem 
facing the children of western 
Wayne County-their health, 
according to O’Malley. 

“Our main goal is to have 
healthy kids,” O’Malley said. 
“We have found out that nearly 
60 percent of the children in 
western Wayne County (pre- 
school and younger) have not 
been properly immunized.” 


O’Malley safd that percent- 
age is surprising because 
Wayne County does provide 
free immunizations each year 
for children. 

In western Wayne County 
the infant mortality rate is 
well above the national aver- 
age, according to Dr. Neelam 
Kumar, an Annapolis Founda- 
tion trustee who is a co-chair- 
person for the Bids for Kids 
event 

“There is a big need out 
there for prenatal care,” 
Kumar said. “We believe that 
together with the medical staff 
and employees from An- 
napolis, the Foundation and 
the community, we can assist 
those individuals who need 
help but don’t know where to 
get it.” 

The major problem is not 
the lack of services offered, ac- 
cording to Kumar, but the lack 
of education that all children 
must be immunized before the 
age of 5 and that prenatal care 
should be the highest priority 
for a parent 

“Right now Bids for Kids is 
just for our area here,” said 
Mary Chames, co-chairperson 
for Bids. “A larger-scale pro- 
ject is definitely a 
consideration.” 

O’Malley said she would 
like to thank all the partici- 
pants in the Bids for Kids 
celebration. 

“We said we wanted to raise 
funds for improving the health 
of the children, and we did 
that and more,” O’Malley said. 
“People had so much fun. We 


had an auctioneer who was a 
‘Rosanne’ look a like.” 

The Annapolis Foundation 
Board consists of volunteer 
members of the community, 
medical staff and hospital ad 
ministration. Together, they 
work to cultivate and solicit 
sources of philanthropic 
funds.

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Jury’s out 

Court probe results 
are anxiously awaited

More than seven months af- 
ter an audit of 34th District 
Court funds was launched, no 
official report has been re- 
leased and local officials are 
growing impatient with the 
long delay. 

Officials in the five commu- 
nities served by the court are 
still awaiting a report from the 
State Attorney General’s office 
in Lansing, which some be- 
lieve will be issued in another 
two to three weeks. 

Court Administrator Nancy 
Schuette, a 15-year employee, 
resigned from her post in Octo- 
ber after a six-month paid 
leave of absence. The current 
employment status of Schue- 
tte’s assistant. Tammy 
Riopelle, who has also been on 
a paid leave, has not been offi- 
cially reported. 

A request for information 
on the court audit and State 
Police investigation was sub- 
mitted, under the Freedom of 
Information Act, earlier this 
month by Associated News- 
papers Publisher Susan Will 
efr but her request was denied 
at that time. 


The 34th District Court 
serves the cities of Romulus 
and Belleville and the towns- 
hips of Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Huron, the officials of 
which have all expressed con- 
cern about the long delay in 
receiving information about 
the audit and investigation. 

Belleville City Manager Jeff 
Przygocki said he would like 
answers to five questions 
when the audit is completed. 

“Was money stolen from the 
taxpayers? If so, what is the 
damage, and what can be done 
to make the public whole? 
How can it be assured that it 
won’t happen again, and how 
can trust be restored in the 
court?” are the questions that 
Przygocki would like an- 
swered. 

“I’d like to see a full ac- 
counting of all the funds, and 
be able to track expenditures,” 
said Van Buren Township Su- 
pervisor David Jacokes. “As 
for the audit, I would want any 
problematic areas addressed 
and safeguards put in effect 
for the future.” 

Jacokes said he would like 
more disclosures made to the 
District Court Unit. 

“I’d like to see monthly 
statements given to each of the 
five units and the tracking of

cases in the court,” Jacokes 
said. “These are things that 
have been requested of the 
court, but have not been pro 
vided.” 

Jacokes said he is optimistic 
that the court and its member 
communities can “get off to a 
renewed start” 

Sumpter Township Super- 
visor Marvin Banotai said he 
wants to know if money was 
taken, and what can be done to 
give it back to the court and 
the community, if funds were 
taken. 

“It seems that this (investi- 
gation) has taken too long. If 
you or I or someone else were 
involved, we’d get our answer 
quick,” Banotai said. “The 


time it is taking to give an- 
swers makes everyone look 
bad.” 

Banotai said he respects the 
34th District Court and has no 
qualms about the judges, but 
he is concerned about the pub- 
lic’s perception of the investi- 
gation. 

“We need to give the court a 
clean bill of health, and an- 
swer the residents’ questions,” 
Banotai said. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally stated she would 
like to “know how much money 


the community was entitled to 
get that it didn’t get.” 

McAnally continued, “We 
also would like to know who 
was responsible for any pro- 
jected fund shortfall and who 
is going to make restitution if 
in truth such a shortfall did oc- 
cur?” 

McAnally also wants to 
know what punishment would 
be meted out to the offending 
party, she said. 

Christine Gamber, Huron 
Township supervisor, said “we 
want to know if in fact a short- 


age of court funds did occur, 
what was that amount of funds 
and whose responsibility was 
it to review those accounting 
figures?” 

Gamber continued, “We 
want a total expose of the en- 
tire audit and investigation 
procedure. 

“We know we are dealing 
with experts and we are on 
their playing field, but the 
state owes it to the public to 
release the information in a 
timely manner,” Gamber con- 
cluded.

This is truly a scary season 
for workers at the Michigan 
Humane Society (MHS) animal 
shelter in Westland. 

Cases of animal cruelty are 
all too common to the MHS 
staff, but this time of year 
seems to provoke unusual and 
cruel treatment of some ani 
mals, particularly cats, a shek 
ter spokesman said. 

Black cats are most offers 
the unfortunate victims of vi- u 
cious pranks and ritualistic 
abuse during this time, and 
owners are urged to keep all 
cats inside, the spokesman 
said. The MHS is taking steps 
to protect the cats adopted 
fYom the shelter by tightening 
the screening procedures. Ad- 
ditionally, the cost of adopting 
a cat, $52 for a male and $62 for 
a female, may prohibit foul 
play. 

A particularly distressing 
example of cruelty to cats took 
place last week in Garden City. 
A disemboweled brown tiger/ 
tabby was found dead on a res- 
ident’s doorstep.

Owning a bulk food store 
had been the dream of Diane 
Webb long before she opened

Her most popular item is 
oats, which is regularly on sale 
for 39 cents per pound. It is an 
item that is a budget-stretcher 
for those on a limited income, 
and also a hardy food for the 
health-conscious shoppers 

“Both older and younger 
people buy the oats. People 
are more health conscious to- 
day, and they are also environ 
mentally conscious. They 
realize that, not only does a lot 
of packaging increase the cost 
of the product but it also puts 
more waste into the environ- 
ment,” she said. 

The bulk food store, located 
at 930 S. Wayne Road, near 
Avondale, also caters to the 
folks with “sweet tooths” in the 
community. 

“We have three huge aisles, 
and one-and-one-half of them 
feature bulk candy. A lot of 
kids come in for candy, and we 
gear our anniversary celebra- 
tions to them. Each anniver- 
sary, we have a big drawing for 
bikes and other kids’ prizes for 
our young customers,” Webb 
said.

Henry said on Sunday that 
the game next Friday against 
Belleville High School will be 
his last as the Eagles’ head 
coach. 

“I just can’t make it to the 
practices on time,” said Henry 
who pointed out that as a 
teacher in the Wayne- 
Westland schools his last class 
ends at 3:15, while students at 
Romulus are out at 2:20. 

“The kids are out there 
practicing long before I can get 
there,” Henry continued. “I 
did not know that there would 
be a conflict like this at the 
beginning of the year. If I had 
known I would have given up 
the team before the season got 
under way.” 

Henry guided the Eagles to 
their first post-season playoff 
berth a year ago when they fin 
ished with an impressive 8-2 
record. This year, his fifth as 
head coach, the team is strug- 
gling with a 2-6 mark after los- 
ing to Willow Run, 19-0, last 
Friday. (Although Romulus 
lost to Detroit Kettering, the 
Eagles were awarded the vic- 
tory after Kettering was cited 
by the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association for using 
an ineligible piayer.) 

Romulus had some chances 
against a Willow Run team that 
capitalized on the Eagles’ in- 
experience and mistakes. On 
four separate occasions, quar- 
terback Ryan Evans managed 
to successfully engineer long 
drives that ended inside the 
Flyers’ territory. 

On one of those occasions, 
Ryan was intercepted and a 
second interception led to a 
Willow Run touchdown The 
Eagles also opted for a 17 yard 
field goal that Paul Olney mis- 
sed. 

“That score is very decep 
tive,” Henry noted. “Each team 
had nine first downs and about 
the same total yardage, how- 
ever, they managed to cash in 
on our mistakes. 

“We failed to do likewise.”

On Friday, when Salem 
hosts their neighbors who 
came to stay, Canton will have 
the edge. 

“This will be an emotional 
game,” said Salem’s Tom Mo- 
shimer. “In the past we pretty 
much dominated the series. 

This rivalry has 
developed over the years and 
it has been a good rivalry with 
a lot of mutual respect.” 

Canton’s Bob Khoenle 
agrees. 

“Definitely this is an emo- 


tional game and definitely it 
will be a good game,” said the 
Canton coach. “It will come 
down to this the team that 
makes the fewer mistakes 
should walk off the field the 
winner.” 

Canton will put up a 5-3 re- 
cord against Salem’s 4 -4 mark.

A key witness for the prosecution testified 
Wednesday in 22nd District Court that he lied “to 
get out of jail” when he told Inkster police that 
four defendants, charged with first-degree mur- 
der, plotted to kill 21-year-old Alvin H. Snead. 

Snead was killed during the early morning 
hours of Aug. 12 while he sat behind the wheel of 
his car on Penn Street near Beech Daly in the 
southeast section of the city of Inkster. Two of the 
victim’s friends were also in the vehicle when two 
masked men approached the car and pumped 
nine bullets into the victim. 

The victim’s friends escaped without injury. 

After a month-long investigation, Inkster police 
arrested Eric Thomas, 20, Ivory Burks, 21, Carlo 
Brintley, 22, and Orlando Brown, 21, and later 
charged the four former Robichaud High School 
athletes with murder and felony firearms. 

The arrests were apparently based on state- 
ments made by prosecution witness John Ander- 
son, who had told police that he was with the 
defendants when the plot to kill Snead was 
planned. 

Anderson had been arrested in October for vio- 
lating the controlled substance act. 

After Anderson was sworn in on Wednesday, 
Wayne County assistant prosecutor Michael E. 
Wagner asked him to identify the defendants. He 
did but when the prosecutor asked his next ques- 
tion, Anderson replied: “I refuse to answer any 
questions based on the Fifth Amendment of the U. 
S. Constitution.” 

Wagner, apparently caught by surprise, then re- 
peated the question and again Anderson refused 
to answer. 

Anderson’s attorney, Steven C. Bullock, who

was seated in the courtroom, interrupted the pre- 
liminary examination and informed presiding 
Judge Sylvia James that he represented Anderson 
and had advised his client that if he were not 
granted immunity from prosecution, what he said 
could be used against him at a future date. 

“There was a potential that my client could 
have been charged with conspiracy to commit 
murder,” Bullock later said. “Anything he testified 
to could have been used against him. Therefore, 
we advised Mr. Anderson to avail himself to the 
Fifth Amendment that protects him.” 

The amendment provides citizens the constitu- 
tional right to refuse to answer questions or give 
testimony that could incriminate them in criminal 
or civil litigation. 

In the courtroom, Bullock asked that his client 
be provided immunity if he testified. 

Wagner said that he didn’t have the authority to 
grant immunity to the witness and asked the judge 
if “he could call the office.” James granted the 
prosecutor’s request and adjourned the hearing. 

Wagner and Bullock left the courtroom and a 
returned a short time later. Wagner informed the 
court that the witness would be granted immunity, 
however, he stipulated that the request “is based

The case against the four defendants - all for- 
mer high school athletes - began to fall apart when 
Wagner continued his questioning of the witness. 
Wagner asked Anderson why the witness made 
statements to the police that implicated the defen- 
dants to the killing. 

“I wanted to get out of jail,” Anderson said. 

“And where did you get the information that 
(the four defendants were involved)? 

“Off the street,” replied Anderson, who ap- 
peared reluctant to answer the prosecutor’s ques- 
tions. At one point in the questioning, Anderson 
again refused to answer questions put to him. 

Wagner moved to have Anderson continue his 
testimony as a “hostile witness”, however, James 
replied “hostile?. ..at best a reluctant one.” 

The prosecution attempted to rebuild the case 
by calling to the witness stand Franchot Hayes, 
who said he was Snead’s friend and was in the 
vehicle when the victim was killed. 

Hayes told the court that on the evening of Aug. 
12 he and Snead “planned to get something to 
eat.” He testified on the eve Snead was murdered 
he and the victim picked up Brintley around 12:30 
p.m. and went to a nearby park where they parked 
the car. He said that Snead was in the driver’s seat 
and Brintley in the front passenger’s seal. 

Hayes, seated in the back rear seat passenger 
side, then said “some guys came up from behind 
the car. They had on black shirts and black masks. 
They had handguns.” 

Hayes said he heard about five shots and he 
jumped out of the car and ran. The witness said 
that when he was about 15 to 30 feet away from the 
vehicle, he heard two more shots. 

Hayes told the court that he could not recognize

Black cats, broken mirrors bring bad luck 

Few folks admit to being superstitious, but they are still inclined to walk 
around - not under - a ladder and toss a bit of spilled salt over their left 
shoulder. 

It is probably not because they fear dire consequences, but because they 
- like their forbearers - just don’t want to take a chance. The reasons for the 
superstitions are lost in antiquity, but their impact is still evident in our 
daily lives. Even those who scoff at traditional superstitions often have 
“lucky” socks, ties or jewelry that they wear on important occasions or 
“lucky” numbers that they play in the lottery. 

Edna McLaughin of Canton Township has a long list of superstitions that 
her former husband believed in. 

“He was superstitious about Friday, the 13th, and he wouldn’t get out of 
bed on that day. He and his father would never write with a green pencil, 
because they believed it was bad luck,” McLaughlin said. “He also never 
put a hat on the bed because it would bring bad luck.” 

McLaughlin recalled that one day when they were driving a black cat 
crossed the road, and her former husband took a turn to avoid having it 
cross their path. 

“We got lost, and five hours later, we finally arrived home,” she said. 

Mary Evelyn Johnson and her friends at the September Days Senior 
Center remembered that “if you break a mirror, you have seven years back 
luck.” 

They also recalled that a black cat crossing one’s path brings bad luck as 
well as opening an umbrella in the house. They also remembered children 
saying, “If you step on a crack, you’ll break your mother’s back.” 

“Never put a hat on the bed, and always throw salt over your left 
shoulder if you spill some,” Johnson said. “If you find a penny, give it to the 
next person you see for good luck. 

Inkster resident Viola Nolan recalled that her mother-in-law believed a 
howling dog meant that someone was going to die. 

“Putting shoes on the table is also bad luck,” she said. 

Frankie Jean Clemens of Van Buren Township remembers her grand- 
mother’s fear of black cats - a superstition that she retains. 

“I’ve taken a different path when a black cat walked in front of me, or 
turned the car when a black cat crossed the road,” Clemens said. “My 
grandmother was Indian, and she had many superstitions. She could redict 
the weather by signs. She could feel vibrations in the ground when the 
weather was about to change.” 

Romulus resident Hazel Bigham said she heard many stories about 
superstitions from her in-laws and her parents. 

“My dad was superstitious about having a black and white dog cross his 
path. One time, when he was driving from Saginaw to Grand Rapids, a 
black and white dog crossed the road, and he turned around and went 
home. That’s the strangest superstition I ever heard,” Bigham said. “There 
were also superstitions about things happening in threes, and that some- 
one would die if a hound howled.” 

When Karen Matthews of Van Buren Township was a youngster, she 
heard that dropping a piece of silverware meant someone was coming to 
visit 

“If it was a knife, it would be a man. If it was fork, it would be a woman, 
and a spoon meant a child,” Matthews said. “It may have been an old 
Swedish superstition.” 

She also remembered holding onto a button when she passed through a 
tunnel and making a wish. 

Peggy Willis also recalled making a wish while passing through a tunnel, 
but remembered that, if she held her breath, it meant she could make as 
many wishes as she wanted. 

Sumpter Township resident Christine Bentley remembered several su- 
perstitions from her childhood, including “if you come in one door, be sure 
to go out the same one, or you’ll have bad luck.” 

“If a black cat crosses your path,- put your hat on backwards and go 
around the block to ward off bad luck,” Bentley said. “And, never sweep 
under someone’s feet, or they’ll never get married.” 

When J oanne Muekridge was growing up in Ohio, she was told that when 
a dog howled someone would die. She was also told that breaking a mirror 
would bring bad luck. 


Halloween springs from myths, legends

Among the many legends and myths surrounding Halloween 
is one that centers around the early days of Detroit. 

According to the Detroit Historical Museum, Antoine de la 
Mothe Cadillac was said to have brought the Nain Rouge, a red 
dwarf, with him when he arrived in Detroit in 1701. The ghost 
that appeared as the Nain Rouge, was described as a red crea- 
ture with cold eyes and large teeth protruding from a huge 
grinning mouth. 

The ghost has been sighted on several occasions, just before 
the massacre at Bloody Run in 1763 and before the fire which 
burned Detroit to the ground in 1805. It was also sighted prior to 
the surrender of Detroit to the British in the War of 1812. No 
recent sighting of the Nain Rouge have been reported lately, 
however. 

The origin of Halloween is traced to the Celtic tribes in Wales, 
Ireland and Scotland who celebrated New Year’s Day on Nov. 1. 
During the celebration, a feast was scheduled to greet ghost 
which were thought to be lurking about. At the end of the feast, 
masked and costumed villagers, representing the souls of the 
dead paraded to the edge of town to lead the ghosts away. 


The origin of the jack o' lantern involves an 
Irishman named Jack who was legendary for his 
stinginess. He was said to have tricked the devil into 
a promise that he would never claim his soul. 


In the eighth century, the festival of All Hallows, or All Saints 
Day was established on Nov. 1. The eve of All Saints Day, All 
Hallows E’en, was marked by parades of parishioners in the 
churchyards costumed as their patron saint, angels or devils. 

The current practice of dressing in costumes and trick-or- 
treating evolved from the Druidic and Christian customs. 

All Hallows E’en or Halloween was known as a time favored 
by witches and sorcerers. It was believed that ghosts and fairies 
roamed the roads playing pranks. Consequently, any practical 


joke on that night was blamed on these creatures, according to 
historical museum researchers. 

The first jack o’ lanterns were carved by Irish children from 
large rutabagas, turnips or potatoes to light Halloween gather- 
ings. When Irish-Scottish immigrants came to the U.S in the 
mid-1800s, they brought their Halloween customs with them, and 
they were adopted by Americans. However, the turnip lantern 
was abandoned in favor of one made from a pumpkin. 

The origin of the jack o’lantern involves an Irishman named 
Jack who was legendary for his stinginess. He was said to have 
tricked the devil into a promise that he would never claim his 
soul. As a result, when Jack died, he was barred from heaven for 
his stinginess and from hell by the devil’s promise. As Jack 
returned to earth, the devil threw him a hot coal, which Jack 
dropped into his half-eaten turnip. Since that time, he has been 
traveling with his jack o’lantern searching for a place of rest. 

Dread of black cats, first arose in Europe in the Middle Ages, 
particularly in England. Because of their independence and 
stealth they became viewed with suspicion, and were thought to 
be involved with witches and black magic. If one crossed your 
path, it was thought to bring bad luck.

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Local writer shares business techniques 

As a 30-year old radio and television advertising producer, Joan Avery was grossing a substantial income and traveling the world. 
So why would this life long Detroit area resident give it all away and become a “book writer”, one of the three lowest-paying 
occupations, ranking just above migrant worker? 

“I got married at 32 and had three children in 3 1/2 years, beginning with my first daughter at age 35,” she explained during an Oct. 
27 presentation at the Canton Public Library. 

After 17 years as a producer, Avery quit her job to stay home with her children. “You can imagine the difference,” indicated 
Avery, “I was making more money than my (lawyer) husband when I quit, and now we had to live on one income.” 

It did not take long before Avery missed her job and decided to write a book, specifically a historic romance novel. 

“I decided to write romances,” commented Avery, “because 1 read them and liked them.” 

Supported by her husband, Avery purchased a computer and searched her mind for a setting and plot. “I decided the most 
romantic place I had ever been was France, so I wrote about it.” 

After months of researching and writing, Avery attended a Greater Detroit Romance Writers seminar with manuscript in hand. 
She met with several different publishers who told her France was not doing well. “The said they did not even want to read my 
manuscript because France was not selling well. It was then I learned that this was a business,” stated Avery. 

The novelist cited statistics indicating the average romance reader spends $2,000 a year on books. “Romances account for 46 to 48- 
percent of all paperbacks,” said Avery, “with the average age reader being 39 years old and grossing a $40,000 annual salary.” 

Avery told audience members a romance novel necessitated two elements: a plot driven by a love story and a happy ending. 
“When I talk about romance and fantasy, I’m not talking about sex,” emphasized Avery, ‘Tin talking about a love story.” 

According to the author, there are several forms of romance, although only one “gets a bad rap.” Avery believes that there are 
woman romances and men romances. 

“Women are not alone in finding pleasure in romances. Men have romances too, in James Bond and cowboy movies.” 

Avery depicts a male romance and fantasy involving “a married man who meets an emotionally unstable woman, sleeps with her 
once to straighten her out and moves on to save the world.” 

The novelist believes romances geared toward men portray a sensitive, courageous “male superhero who beats all odds and 
makes love with no relationship entanglements.” 

A woman’s romance however, “focuses on female empowerment,” said Avery. “It’s a battle of the sexes where the female always 
wins. Even though the man is physically stronger, the woman has the power to bring men down to his knees.” 

Fun is the big appeal for romances according to Avery. “Romances allow people to crawl into someone’s skin, move around and 
see how it feels. Women feel good after reading these because it places them in a position of power, which they might not feel in real 
life.” 

While there are a variety of romance types, Avery argued only one type is looked down upon. “The women’s romance genre is still 
packaged with nude people on the cover,” claimed Avery. “As a result, all of the stories are viewed as trashy.” 

After Avery's first manuscript was rejected, she tried again. “If at first you don't succeed, write another one. Learn from your 
mistakes,” Avery advised aspiring writers in the audience. 

Realizing she could not write about a place she had never been, Avery decided to write about a younger Detroit, based in the 
1860s. The University of Michigan alumna used her political science degree and researched her topic at the Burton Historical 
Collection found in the Detroit Public Library. 

“I found a wealth of information about a different era which provided me with adventure and a plot,” said Avery. 

Angel of Passage portrays Detroit as it was in the 1800s, exotic and romantic with a touch of adventure, explains Avery. The plot 
revolves around heroine Rebecca Cunningham and Captain Bradford Taylor. Their life together is intertwined with the political 
issues citizens of that period confronted: namely the underground railroad. 

Some of the characters in Angel of Passage are not fictional. “I use real people in my books,” explained Avery, “but because I am 
cautious about libel and slander, they are sejcondary.qjiaraqters whose dialogue is kept simple.” -* .. 

Avery believes including non-fictional people in a plot adds, to the books intrigue. “The more real you make historical romance,” 
She said,' “the more you’ll be able to keep your readers.” ■ •

Unable to give up on her first manuscript, Avery continued to send query letters to publishers 
“Before you send a manuscript to publishers,” advised Avery, “you need to send them a query letter 
outlining your plot. They will then ask you to send them a copy of the manuscript. Most publishers 
don’t accept unsolicited manuscripts and will send them back unread.” 

Harper Collins sent Avery another rejection letter concerning her first manuscript, but indicated 
an interest in the second one. 

“They wrote me a letter saying they were interested in the Detroit book and asked me to send what 
I had finished,” stated Avery. “They called some time later and told me they liked what they had read 
so far and wanted the rest of the manuscript expedited to them. Forty- eight hours after they saw the 
rest of the manuscript, they bought it.” 

As her first published work, Avery was given an advance based on how many books the publisher 
believed would sell. “Beginning writers typically receive an advance between $2 and $5,000,” said 
the author. “Then the publisher decides how many books will be published, so they are actually 
determining your salary.” 

The novelist indicated writers can make a good living. “If you work a lot, sell a book every year and 
develop a readership, you can make a good living. There are some people in the Detroit area who 
do.” 

Avery warned however, that writers must be careful, because choosing the wrong business part- 
ners could destroy a writer. 

“Agents and writers must have a good relationship because the publisher pays all the money to 
the agent and the agent is responsible for paying the writer. I have heard horror stories about an 
agent who sits on their clients’ money, keeping it all,” she indicated. 

Despite the horror surrounding their profession, Avery explained agents play a vital role and not 
all of them are untrustworthy. 

“While some writers choose to represent themselves, agents have inside connections, can sell a 
manuscript faster and can negotiate an author’s worth better than the author,” she emphasized. 

Despite her recent success, Avery has not slowed down any, and she continues to spend her days 
writing historical romances. She recently finished Legacy of Love based in Grenada and is now 
focusing on a western novel. 

“It gerierally takes me six to eight months to finish a manuscript, because I only write from 
September to May, when my children are in school.”
